W ood plastic adds 
length to short legs 


One chair or table leg too 
short? Clean bottom of leg 
down to bare wood. Put blob 
of wood plastic on wax paper, 
press leg into it until chair 
stands evenly on all legs.

drunk driver! Nowhere, in the United States, at least as far as I 


certain to be arrested, convicted, and imprisoned not 
can find out, is there a 100 percent effective combination of law, 
enforcement, and punishment for driving under the influence of 
alcohol. We seem to be not only incapable of stopping the drink- 
ing driver, we are not even sure how much damage he does. Some 
states have turned in reports showing that in only 5 percent of 
accidents is drinking driving involved, Others have gone as high 
as 55 percent. The National Safety Council says that of last year’s 
38,300 trathe fatalities about 8 percent were known to have in- 
volved a drinking driver, But that is, to put it mildly, a conserva- 
tive figure. It would not include, for example, the accident which 
claimed the lives of those four kids the other night, plus two other 
persons killed instantly in the same wreck. Although the odor of 
alcohol was all over the place, it wasn’t mentioned in the official 
report. We'll just never know, officially, at least, the real cause of 
many accidents 

Ihe other day two cars took to the ditch to avoid a speeding 
automobile weaving all over the road. The car was stopped and, 
sure enough, the driver was sodden drunk. That man could have 
caused any number of serious accidents without getting involved 
himself, without even knowing it. What happened to the driver in 


this case? Nothing, nothing at all. By the time the police arrived 
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the witnesses had cooled down. Asked if they wanted to prefer 
charges, they said no. They'd let it go. So the officers took the 
drunk home to sleep it off, and it was all over 

It’s possible that the drunk driver would not have been sent to 
jail even if a policeman had seen him in the act of driving. All 
judges do not order jail sentences for drunk drivers.

of a scientific doubt. His punishment? A suspended jail sentence, 
loss of his driver's license, and a $100 fine. That's $33.33 a life. 

If traflic experts are agreed upon any one thing, it is how to cut 
down on accidents caused by drinking drivers. We must have 
state laws with two major provisions 

First, approved scientific methods of determining whether a 
driver has been drinking sufliciently to impair his driving 

Second, adequate punishment for all found guilty. 

As it is now, we simply don’t have those laws. First of all, in only 
New York, Idaho, and Kansas

three states is it mandatory for 


he has some choice in the matter; he can give up his driver’s 
license instead. 

In only 23 states is the result of a chemical test accepted as 
prima-facie (without argument) evidence. ‘These states are: Ari- 
zona, Delaware, Georgia, Idaho, Indiana, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Maine, Minnesota, Nebraska, New Hampshire, New Jersey, New 
York, North Dakota, Oklahoma, Oregon, South Carolina, South 
Dakota, Tennessee, Utah, Virginia, Washington, and Wisconsin. 

Chemical tests provide an equitable method of determining not 
only guilt, but innocence. This is more important than most people 
realize. After all, there are some 64 diseases which might give you 
the appearance of being drunk when you haven't even had a 
sniff. One Saturday night recently | watched an oflicer administer 
a chemical test to a woman who'd been in an accident. It seemed 
obvious she was drunk. She reeked of whiskey. She staggered, 
reeled, giggled, and talked utter gibberish. But the test proved 
conclusively that at the most she had had one drink. Instead of 
charging her with drinking driving, the police rushed her to the 
hospital. There it was determined that she’d had a severe bump 
on the head. That, plus one sociable highball and understandable 
nervousness and excitement over having been in her first auto- 
mobile accident, gave her all the symptoms of being intoxicated 
mn 
There are four mechanical devices on the market which make it 
possible for any intelligent person, with a little training, to make 
an adequate test for drunkenness. Here’s the way one of these 
tests, the “Drunkometer,”’

This test actually measures the amount of alcohol in the breath, 
Ihere is a clear ratio between the amount of alcohol in the breath 
and that in the blood, The test does not necessarily indicate the 
amount you've had to drink, but the amount you have absorbed 
into your blood stream 

In the 23 states which accept these tests as prima-facie evi 
dence, you are presumed to be innocent without question if you 
have less than .05 of one percent of alcohol in your blood stream 
—or three to four drinks or bottles of beer for the average person, 
You are presumed to be under the influence of alcohol if you have 
.15 of one percent, or about eight drinks for the average person 
Between these two points is a kind of twilight zone in which the 
chemical tests are admissible as evidence of intoxication but alone 


do not make a prima-facie case, 


What happens in the 25 states, and hundreds of cities, where such 
evidence is not accepted on the face of it? Two things; Some states 
don't have any provision for tests, North Carolina is one of them 
And its highway commissioner, Edward Scheidt, a former top 
agent with the Federal Bureau of Investigation and a man dedi- 
cated to law enforcement, is mighty bitter about it 

“One of my troopers can arrest a person, so drunk he can’t 
stand up, in the very act of driving an automobile on the state 


highways,’ Scheidt says. “Yet when the case comes to court the 
man’s lawyer parades so many deacons and bankers before the 
judge as witnesses that you'd think he was applying for a job in 
stead of being tried for a crime. The arresting officer is just plain 
outnumbered. We need chemical tests in this state, and we need 
them badly, to save lives.”

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Outside wiring 


Besides usual welcoming porch 
light, you need illumination at any 
point along walk or drive where a 
sudden turn or step could cause a 
fall. If someone doesn’t know your 
house, an illuminated street num- 
ber is a big help. It could be a life- 
saver in a nighttime emergency 

Lights on drive and turnaround 
protect cars from trees, other ob- 
jects—and vice versa. A minor but 
appreciated extra of outside lights 
is minimizing eye-blinking change 
from inky black to bright as you or 
guests walk inside at night 

3. Entertainment, All kinds of 
permanent and portable fixtures 
are available to light any sort of 
outdoor evening activity you can 
think of. These range from water- 
proof lamps submerged in swim- 
ming pools to tall teles« oping pole s 
with clustered flood and spotlights 
to illuminate large areas. In be- 
tween are the many more com- 
monly required fixtures to light 
terraces, pathways, back lawns, 
and such. A design that’s gaining 
in popularity is a light mounted on 
a spike and equipped with a 
lengthy piece of outdoor-type con- 
necting wire. This lamp can_ be 
thrust into the ground and plugged 
in wherever needed 

There are also permanent types 
that cast direct or diffused light 
wherever you wish 

Outside wiring advantages don’t 
stop with lights. Outdoor eating 
and entertaining have made it de- 
sirable to bring along almost any 
indoor appliance that can be 
plugged in outside. A list of food- 
preparation devices that now see 
inside-outside use would read like 
a kitchen census ranging from tiny 
electric knife sharpeners to large 
rotisseries and broilers. Some de- 
signs--like electric spits—are di- 
rect outgrowths of outdoor eating. 
Almost all food-preparation de- 
vices are being designed these days 
with this sort of portability 

The same has been true for 
some time with radios, phono- 
graphs, and television. The TV 
manufacturers have slowed their 
push toward bigger and _ bigger 
screens to emphasize sets with 
small, lightweight tubes and aids to 
transportation—-such as handles, 
collapsible antennas, and rolling 
stands. Even portable and weather- 
proof hi-fi speakers are available to 
bring sound from elaborate, immo- 
bile indoor music systems out to 
people on the patio 

Those folks with outside conven- 
ience outlets are discovering new 
outdoor uses for indoor equipment 
every day. A household electric fan 
not only stirs a breeze on a still 
night, it discourages insects from 
buzzing about. An indoor bridge 
lamp can serve the same purpose 
on the patio it does in the parlor. 


Working outside with 
electricity 
This might better be labeled 
“avoiding work’ because that’s 
what ample electricity outside the 
house helps you do. An outlet in 
your garden area can power an 
electric mower, hedge clippers,

sprayer, edger, or trimmer. Your 
portable lights can be moved to 
garden areas to let you work after 
the hot sun goes down. 

Other things that require out- 
side electrical connection: vacu- 
uming the car, using power shop 
tools in garage or on location” 
around yard, power paint spraying, 
heating cables for a hotbed, snow 
melters, Car-engine warmers, bug 
traps, alarm systems, door openers, 
and many others. 


Putting in outside wiring 


With the preceding list of out- 
door wiring advantages in mind, 
plus knowledge of your family’s 
habits, list features that would add 
enjoyment to your outside activity. 
When you start figuring what light- 
ing you'll require, take into con- 
sideration size and topography of 
lot, style and construction of house. 
Most important question of all: Is 
your house’s present service en- 
trance (where electric company’s 
power enters house system) husky 
enough to handle additional load 
(100-amp minimum)? 

Check to see if extra circuits are 
available at service panel or if 
others need to be added. How long 
will circuits have to be to take in 
every spot you have in mind? These 
facts will help you get a quick, ac- 
curate estimate from an electrical 
contractor 

Overhead wiring is sometimes 
used running power to garage, to 
tall pole lights, or from two-story 
houses) but, generally speaking, 
underground installation is easier, 
cheaper, neater. It isn’t wise to 
tackle major connections yourself, 
but there’s much you can do to cut 
costs laying type UF (underground 
feed) cable. Chances are you can 
work out a deal with your elec- 
trician to let you dig trenches and 
backfill after he’s laid wire and 
made all needed connections. In 
any case, check with your local 
building inspector to find what ma- 
terials and methods are acceptable.
